Dr. Fassett 
s. 
Describes 
e e 
Vienna in °48 

Presenting his experiences in 
a simple and sincere manner, Dr. 
James Fassett, one-time S.J.C. stu- 
dent, lately of Stanford Medical 
School, told of “Vienna in 1948” 
at the Tuesday meeting of the 
Junior Soroptimist Club. 

Members and guests heard Dr. 
Fassett describe Vienna as a 
fairly well clothed and fed city 
which is divided into four con- 
trol zones. England, France, Rus- 
sia, and the United States are 
each in control of a section of 
Vienna, with one part of the city 
being known as the international 
zone, under the control of all 
four powers. 

In spite of the fact that there 
is food and clothing in Vienna, 
Dr. Fassett pointed out that the 
black marketeers were running 
rampant, with a carton of ciga- 
rettes being sold for approxi- 
mately $30 American money, and 
a bar of soap going for $3. 

About 15,000 U.S. troops are 
stationed in Vienna, according 
to Dr. Fassett—“to maintain a 
foothold behind the iron curtain.” 
Russian soldiers are all over Vi- 
enna, but do not mingle with 
those of other nations. Russian 
officers are invited to parties, 
but when they do attend they are 
always accompanied by a politi- 
cal advisor who does all the talk- 
ing. 

Approximately two million pris- 
oners of war have not returned 
to Austria and most of them are 
being held in Russia. When they 
are returned, they are usually 
physically run down due to the 
fact that the Russians feed the 
prisoners only two slices of bread 
per day, with an occasional piece 
of meat supplementing these ra- 
tions. 

Dr. Fassett explained that Rus- 
sian propaganda is constantly 
seen in Vienna, with little being 
done by the other three powers 
to combat the situation. He stated 
that from what he had seen, the 
Russian people were ‘living in 
comparative poverty and were 
not nearly as well off as the Rus- 
sian propaganda would have con- 
quered countries believe. e 

He added that there is the great 
problem of getting any outside 
literature or radio broadcasts in 
to the Russian people themselves. 
Dr. Fassett stated that. “It’s a 
great problem to reach the Rus- 
sian people.” As he sees it, that 
is the only way we can combat 
the communistic movement in 
Europe.
